filling

the water had 
found its way through Into the river 
in its unsettled 
condjtion 
that is 
containing the original amount of 
slime 
and 
ground 
rock 
from the 
mill 
coming out on tile edge of the 
river 
or slightly under the water 
so that it was not likely to be seen 
either by the Shannon people them ¬ 
selves 
or any one investigating the 
tailings 
situation

as fast as could be under the 
circumstances 
which 
would

This will be the 
beginning or intake of the flume for 
the 
time 
being 
and as long as this 
is the case there 
will be more or 
less chance for some tailings to get 
into the river at every little rain 
storm 
as long as tho tailings come 
down 
the wash 
thus far but the 
company 
intends to build the flume 
on up to the mill so that the tailings 
will eventually never get into the 
Morenci 
canyon 
but 
would 
be 
dumped 
immediately 
into the flume 
and carried down to the large set 
tling resorvoirs in a by canyon that 
empties into the Morenci 
canyon 
This by canyon 
has not got a very 
large watershed 
so that it would 
take 
n cloudburst

order to break these dams and turn 
the tailings into the river

deposited all along down the canyon 
which will at every flood time
